'swaras: and that the temptation

in Ше emphasis being shifted 
from the 'chhaya' of the ‘raga’ 
lo its 'swaras', from the soul to 
the body. 

Ihe exposition of 'ragas' in 
the ‘Kritis' ої Syama Sastri is 
not very elaborate. The melody 
is not involved nor does it revel 
in manipulations of 'swaras'. It 
is simple and direct and every 
bit of it is suggestive of the 
‘raga’ form. Е 

If for example a piece is in 
‘raga’ Saveri every musical 
phrase in it will be Saveri and 
there would be nothing in it 
which would be extraneous to 
it or neutral in complexion.

THE word ‘Pandit’ occurs four 


times in the Bhagavadgita. 
Twice a definition is given and 
twice the characteristics of 
“Pandit are mentioned. 

The Gita declares: (1) "Pan- 
dits do not sorrow either for the 
living or the dead” (П.11). Com- 
menting on this, Shankara- 
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tage, should be brought into the open, he said, 
The following is the text of Prof. Satchid 
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charya has explained the ety- 
mology of the word thus: 
"Panda means decisive know- 
ledge regarding the Self. Only 











. those who have it are Pandits". 


(2) "He whose actions have 
been burnt up by the fire of 
knowledge is called a Pandit by 
the wise" (IV.19. This is ex- 
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plained as follows Бу the Bha- 
shya: "To see non-action etc. in 
action etc. is knowledge. That is 
fire; actions which are of the 
nature of good and bad are 
burnt up by it; in whomever this 
occurs is really a Pandit — so 
say the wise” Thus the word 
“Pandit” was defined. 

Now for ihe characteristics of 
с ‘Pandit’. “Ouly the foolish, not 


the Pandits, say that Sankhya ' 


and Yoga are different" (У.4). 
In this sentence, according to 
the Acharya, "Pandits are the 
wise who want only a single 
non-contrary result of both San- 
khya and Yoga". There is the 
text "Pandits are the seers of Ше 
Same" (V.18) This has been 
explained by Shankara as 
follows: “The Absolute is totally 
untouched by qualities and 
their effects. It is Ше Same, іе. 
one and unchangeable. Those 
whose nature it is to see the 
Same are Pandits'.' From this it 
follows that the word “Pandit” 
connoles а great person who 
has ascended to the highest 
level of knowledge. | 
There is a popular verse: 
Skilfulness (chaturya) has its 
roots in five factors — travel in 
different countries, friendship 
with Pandits, hetaera, access to 
courts and delving into different 
Sciences”. As chaturya is con- 
sidered to have its roots in Pan- 
ditya also, their con-comitance. 
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is implied. Chaturya is synony- 
mous with wisdom (vaidag- 
dkya), a deep understanding of 
the world.and sciences. Vatsya- 
yona in the beginning of the 
Kamasastra and Rajasekhara 
in Kavya Mimamsa (Ch. Х) 
have described the nature of a 
civilised man (nagarika) as con- 
sisting of: knowledge of the 
ways of the world, closeness to 
society, gentleness, goodness, 
ability to enjoy beauty in diffe- 
rent arts, sweet talk and univer- 
sal fraternity. Acquirement of 
these is chaturya or vaidag- 
dhya. Panditya is a means for 
it. 

So those who would like to be 
entitled "Pandits" ought to ac- 
quire interdisciplinary know- 
ledges as well as a knowledge 
of the world's ways, along with 
a vision of the Same. Then only 
their Panditya would be perfect. 
The ideal of “Pandit” appears | 
to be higher than that of New- 
man's "Gentleman" and Fichte's 
“Scholar” апа the general

There was Vachas- 
А pati, а polymath and great 
Y thinker who, the story goes, was 
Š so engrossed in writing his com- 
mentary on Shankara's Brahma- 
sutra Bhashya that even when 
dusk fell he continued his work, 
and when later his wife came 
with a light, he asked "Who are 
you"? When she identified her- 
self, he felt sorry for being so 
oblivious and immortalised her 
^ by. naming the commentary 
after her as Bhamati. 
Another such great scholar 
and poet was Vedantadesika 
4 who utterly dedicated himself to 
* scholarly and creative work, 
| living in poverty, while declar- 
ing his sole wealth was He who 
was the Lord of the Goddess of 
wealth and the ornament of the 
chariot of the conqueror of 
wealth | (Dhanamjaya, іе. 
Arjuna). We hear Ша! a few 
scholars of this type existed till 
the beginning of this century 
even in Andhra. But now such 
persons are an extinct species. 
Such people did not acquire 
knowledge and did not teach 
lor the sake of livelihood, money 
or fame. For them study, in- 
vestigation and enlightening 
others were ends in themselves. 
To follow them may be very 
praiseworthy, but it is utterly 
impossible for the majority of 





mankind. 
The Big Three: The Moderns 
There have been a few 
Pandits who, while having 
sastraic knowledge, but edu- 
cated in the modern way, were 
inspired by Western scholarship. 
They collected, compared and 
critically edited manuscripts in 
languages like Sanskrit, Pali, 
Prakrit, Arabic, Persian etc. 
They not only got them publish- 
ed, but also wrote monographs 
on their contents, and also dis- 
seminated the knowledge of 
them. The objectivity they 
showed in their work is praise- 
worthy. Professors Bhandarkar, 
Kuppuswami Sastri ond Ganga- 
nath Jha were such. 


Professor R. G. Bhandarkar 
having had contacts with Europe 
and following the modern criti- 
cal method, explained the 
origins and growth of Indian 
religions in a historical way in 
his book Vaishnavism, Saivism 
and Minor Religious Systems. 
In this as well as in the History 
of the Deccan he set aside many 
assumptions traditionally ас- 
cepted and explained facts and 
theories on the basis of evi- 
dence. By writing a number of 
monographs and text-books in 
the modern way, he not only 
became a path-finder for the 
Succeeding generations | of 
Pandits, but also carried out a

gréat programme of Sanskritic 
education. 

Mahamahopadhyaya Kuppu- 
swami Sastri had reverence 
for and faith in traditional 
practice end thought. Yet he 
mastered the  historico-compa- 
rative method of criticism. Не 
formulated clinching conclu- 
sions on controversial problems 
like Kumarila-Prabhakara and 
Mandana-Suresvara, апа іп- 
vestigated апа clarified the 
nature of pre-Shankara non-dual- 
ism. 

Mahamahopadhyaya Ganga- 
nath Jha brought out a research 
mónograph on Prabhakara. He 
not only translated into English 
the original works and com- 
mentaries on a number of philo- 
sophical systems and the Manu- 
smriti, but also some profound 
dialectical works belonging tc 
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MM. Shri Kuppuswami Sastri 
Vedanta and Buddhism' His 
monographs on Mimamsa спа 
Vedanta ае authoritative. 
Though he was a follower of 
Advaita, he was an indepen 
dent thinker who expressed - 
views по! accepted by  tradi- 
tion, such as: Shankara never 
totally disvalued this worldly 
action; he did not assert that 
action must be completely 
abandoned when one knows 
the Truth. According to Jha, the 
greatest achievement of Shan- 
Ката was to reconcile and 
harmonise the best in the Vedic 
thought with the best in Bud- 
dhist thought. |

For the first five years after 
birth, he was dumb and by the 
Grace of Tiruchendur Murugan, 
һе got the power of speech and 
sang the ‘Kandar Kali Venba' 
known as a midget ‘Kanda- 
puranam'. It contains the 
essence of Siddantha Sastram. 
It is also considered io be a 
prayer-cum-sastram piece. 'Pan- 
dara Munmanikovai' explains 
in detail and in a simple way 
‘Siddantha Sastra’. 'Sakalakala 
Valli Maalai' is another poem 
in proise of Saraswathy, the 
Goddess of Learning. 

St. Kumaraguruparar got his 
initiation, ‘Gnana Upadesam’, 
under the fourth Maha Sanni- 
dhanam of Dharmapuram Adhi- 
nam Sri La Sri Masilamani 
Desika Swamigal.

perience.” The’experience’ is the 
individual realisation of the 
nature of God described pithily 
as Divine bliss or ‘Satchidanan- 
da.'The relationship of Manand 
his Maker is revealed in the 
‘mahavakyas’ or the Great Ut- 
terances of the Upanishads: 
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1. Aham Brahmasmi — | am 
Brahman (Brihadaranyaka 
Upanishad) 

2. Prajnanam Brahma —. 
Consciousness is Brahman 
(Aitareya) 

3. Tat Twam Asi — 
Thou Art (Chandogya) 

4. Ayam Atma Brahma — 
The self is Brahman (Mandukya). 


These utterances are sup- 
ported or reinforced by such 
declarations as “The `whole of 
the universe is pervaded by the 
Lord" (Isa) and “Full is that, and 
full is this; out of the full comes 
the full. (Isa). - 


That 


Philosophers of the East and 
the West have dealt with the 
question of the role of reason 
and intuition in the direct ap- 
prehension of God. While 
Plotinus (A.D. 205-270) who 
may be said to lead the long line 
of Western mystics, regards the 
communion with the Highest as 
'ecstasy, coalescence and con- 
tact’, Prof. R.D. Ranade,. the 
philosopher-mystic, has pro- 
pounded the idea of rational 
mysticism which, with its basis 
in intuition, is compounded of 
the elements of intellignce, will 
and feeling. The paths of the 
mystics could thus be different 


- but the ultimate experience is 
= common; in a moment of il- 
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Mata Amritanandamnayi 
lumination, “the unheard 
becomes heard, the unperceiv- 
ed becomes perceived and the 
unknown becomes known." 
(Chandogya). 


By its very nature, the mystic 
experience is intensely  per- 
sonal. If the history of mysticism 
reveals any single fact, it is that 
the individuals who are afire 
with God' are not necessarily 
distinguished by their 


knowledge (worldly or scrip- 


tural), wealth or Social status. 
They spring like ‘gems of the 
purest ray serene’ from ‘dark un- 
fathomed caves of the Ocean.’ 


But they all proclaim, be they |

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traders ог tinkers, poets or 
potters, the permanence of God 
(or the Supreme Being) and the 
transcience of mundane life. 
They remind us, from moment 
to moment, by precept and 
practice, of our own potential 
for perfection, which ino is 
God. 


To the iilustrious fraternity of 
God-intoxicated souls belongs 
Mata Amritanandamayi of 
Keraia. Born of fisherfolk in a 
village ("arayakkadavu) on the 
Arahian Sea and thirty-five sum- 
mers by reckoning in terms of 
time, Mata Amritanandamayi is 
acknowleaged today as one of 
the authentic mystics in our 
midst Unhasting, unresting, she 
propagates the advaitic 
message of the reality of 
Brahman. She says: “If you real- 
ly love Mother, do Sadhana and 
realize yourself. Mother gives 
you love, not expecting 
anything from you. It is enough 
if 1 could see my children 
always enjoying spiritual bliss.“ 


These words have found an 
echo in many hearts, touched 
with the fire of God. The Mother 
has drawn unto herself not only 
a select band of dedicated men 
and women who practise the 
Sadhana prescribed by her, but 
thousands of others in India and

broad who have hearkened to 
her appeal for a better life, 
Godward-bent. Most of them 
have obtained relief in their 
distress, comfort in their sickness 
and consolation in their sorrow. 
More than all these, they realise 
that there is a higher purpose to 
life than mere existence at the 
material level. 


The Mata Amritanandamayi 
Mission Trust (1981) has brought 
out a comprehensive biography* 
of the Mother which tells the 
story of an ordinary girl, one of 
the 13 children of a father eking 
a precarious livelihood by sell- 
ing ` fish, realising the Divinity 
within herself and rising in 
spiritual stature as ‘The Mother’ 
within three decades. As has 
happened in the lives of most 
mystics, the ascent was not 
without obstacles. It was not a 
case of the ‘dark night of the 
soul’ but a child determined to 
face ‘opposition from its own 
kith and kin to a spiritual way of 
life. The Sadhana was strenuous 
and the Sadhak came out of it 
all a victor. 


Mother's Sadhana took the form 
of a passionate longing for Sri 
Krishna initially (as was the case 
with the Gopies of Brindavan) and 
for Sri Mata, the Supreme God- 


dess, at a later stage. She ` 
55 








` assumes the “Krishna Bhava' and 


“Devi Bhava' for Ше edification 
of her devotees on at least three 
days in a week. The Mother ex- 
plains the assumption of the 
'bhavas' (with crown and all), as 
a concession to frail mortals 
who associate power, secular or 
sacred, with the appurtenances 
of office — the lawyer with his 


` gown, the policeman іп his 
uniform etc. 


. The Mother's Ashram at 
Parayakkadavu,sprawling over a 
two-acre land, has attracted 


` about 40 Sadhaks, both Indian 


and foreign. The regimen at the 
Ashram is strict, the aspirants 
learning Sanskrit and the scrip- 


% tures, and: spending at least 


eight hours in meditation. Sleep 
is restricted to 3 to 4 hours a 
day. The Mother, besides paying 
attention to the progress of the 
Sadhakas, personally receives the 
hundreds of visitors who throng 
the Ashram all the days of the 


_ year except when she moves out 
- to different places, in India or 
~ abroad, in response to requests 
_. from devotees. 


The Mother has adopted the 


Bhajan (devotional group sing- 


ing) mode of inducing spiritual 
fervour among her followers. Ex- 
plaining this method, the 
Mother has said: 


56 - 


“in this dark age of Kali, to 
gain concentration, Bhajan is 
better than meditation. By loud 
singing, other distracting sounds 
will be overcome and concen- 
tration will be achieved. Beyond 
concentration is meditation. 
Bhajan, concentration, medita- 
tion — this is the progression. 
Constant remembrance of God 
is meditation.” This is in accord 
with Acharya Shankara's em- 
phasis on ‘bhakti’ and ‘Nama- 
japa’ as the most suited for the 
age of Kali. The Bhajans, а col- 
lection of which has been 
published," are mostly compos- 
ed by the Mother herself, and 
they range from the most 
popular ones, repetitive of the 
God’s name, to ones with a deep 
philosophical import. Some of 
the songs are set to catchy tunes 
which have become deservedly 


' popular. - 


While not minimising the im- 
portance of hospitals and 
schools in promoting social 
welfare, Mother is emphatic 
about the place of temples іп in- 
dividual and social life. “Just as 
we remember our father. when 
we see his portrait, we are 
reminded of God, the Creator of 
the world, when we see the idol.

from opposite hemispheres, 
rather two opposite worlds, and 
Шеге was a time-gap of nearly 
а hundred years between them. 
There was a great difference in 
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their religious attitudes and 
they differed in their conception 
oí ihe ultimate goal of life. Sur- 
prisingly in their general out- 
look on Ше there was much 
similarity. Like Swami Viveka- 
nanda, St. Simon was a great 
pioneer in socialist thinking 
and religion during the 18th 
century. For the 19th century 
India, Swami Vivekananda 
suggested the same type of 
socialist thinking though it had 
its roots in Ше deeper Indian 
traditions of religion and cul- 
ture. For both. of them, socialism 
was not an economic or politi- 
cal cultuxe; they sought а syste- 
matic synthesis of science, 
socialism, culture and religion. 

St. Simon, a devout Christian, 
criticised the conception of a 
personal God as outworn in his 
"Introduction to the Scientific 
studies of the 19th Century”. It 
is said that because of this he 
was misunderstood as an athe- 


- ist. It is very likely that St. 


Simon was influenced by Vol- 
taire and thought of religion as 
a political necessity of the 
people. During the years of 


. maturity he did maintain that 


politics and religion were things 
apart, though some of his fol- 


` lowers mixed them up in the 


name of "Simonism". Swami 
Vivekananda, too, kept re- 
ligion and politics арап. 


About personal God he had

some occasional outbursts — 
but nobody could call him an 
atheist on that score. On the 
other hand, he himself liked an 
atheist if that person had only 
some faith in himself. 

Felix Markham, in.his intro- 
duction to ‘Henri De Saint 
Simon: Social Organisation, the 


Science of Man and Other Writ _ 


ings’ has commented: “Although 
it was far from being the form 
of religion which St. Simon en- 
visaged or desired, it cannot be 
denied that Marxist Socialism 
fulfils the role which St. Simon 
attributed to religion as a politi- 
cal institution, as being a com- 
plete explanation of experience 
and derives its force from its re- 
ligious character.” He added: 
‘According to N. Berdyaer, 
Marxism has succeeded in har- 
nessing a deep-seated religious 
and messianic urge of the Rus- 
sian idea. .... The history of 
the human race as a collective 
being analogous to an indivi- 


dual, is susceptible of scientific ` 


study: and St. Simon relates the 


changes in human history to, 


changes in religious ideas, con- 
sidered as the sum of human 
beliefs and knowledge at a 
given time”. 

Swami Vivekananda had a 


similar idea of religion as an’ 
agent of great change in human . 


life, culture and civilization” He 


never thought of religion as ` 
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siatic. To both of them religion 
was always a dynamic factor. 
It is indeed difficult to say whe- 
ther they viewed religion as in- 
fallible. The historic aspect of 
religion, the manifest part of it, 
cannot but be a process of 
change and development. So 
the question of infallibility can- 
not come amidst this flux of time 
and change. According to Vive- 
kananda, God may not change 
but the idea about God is 
changing along with the pass- 
age of time and history. To 
Vivekananda, of course, spiri- 
tuality is not that changing of 
religion and he has certainly 
distinguished between religion 
and spirituality. Spirituality is 
eternal and infinite, religion is 
not. 

Both St. Simon and Swami 
welcomed a 
change whenever possible and 
an overlapping sense of rela- 
‘tionship between religion and 
science. For example, St. Simon, 
emphasising the idea, said: 


"You the scientists and artists 


and those of you also who de- 


| vote something of your energies 


and means to promoting en- 
lightenment, are the section of 


- humanity who possess the grec- 


test intellectual force and are 
best fitted to grasp a new idea. 


^ | You are Ше most directly inter- 


ested in the success of the sub- 
scription; it is for you to over- 


" 
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come the force of inertia. Let the 
mathematicians whoare in the 
vanguard begin!" Thus he call- 
ed on scientists, artists and all 
other men with liberal ideas to 
help in human progress. 

The. Memorandum of Asso- 
ciation of the Ramakrishna Mis- 
sion says that the Mission will 
work: 

(а) to impart and promcte the 
study of arts,sciences and іп- 
dustries; and (b) to establish, 
maintain, carry on and assist 
schools and colleges, orphen- 
ges, workshops, laboratories, 
hospitals, dispensaries, houses 
for the infirm, the invalid спа 
the afflicted, famine relief works 
and other educational and cha- 
ritable works and institutions of 
а like nature etc. The idea was 
to bring the religious attitude to 
bear on life — the same force 
and devotion — forgetting all 
the outward distinctions between 
the ecclesiastic and the secular. 

Swami  Vivekananda was 
wont to say that no system was 
complete or perfect by itself and 
that socialism was better than 
any other. St. Simon also did 
not accept the fundamental as- 
sumption of-the class interest 
conflicting with the general. 
St. Simon foresaw the danger 
of a coriflict between the work- 
ers and the capitalists, but he 
did not consider it either as 
natural or inevitable. Class- 
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struggle, according to both of 
them, was a phase, but not a 
universal fact or truth of our 
human history. We should give 
up-thisconflict or any possibility 
of it and the earlier it was 
done, the better for us. 


St. Simon foresaw the dam- 
ger oí a conflict between the 
worker and the capitalist, but he 
did not consider it either as 
natural and inevitable. His aim 
was io forestall and avert it by 
creating a new organic state of 
society "The preservation of 
property is the main object of 
politics. The only barrier which 
the property owners can put up 
against the proletariat is a 
System of ethics’. In this respect, 
St. Simon was not a socialist 
still less a Marxist: he was 
socialist, only if socialism means 
the conscious direction and 
planning of the economic system 
from the centre. But it is easy 
to see how his attack on "Шет 
contrasted with the ‘Producers’, 
could be rapidly expanded, as, 
in fact it was by his followers 
into an attack on the laws of in- 
heritance and the substitution of 
a planned economy for the 
anarchy of free competition. 

Swami Vivekananda also be- 
came very much aware of the 
working class, specially the 
shudras, the peasants and the 
labouring class. And amongst 
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the modern Indian leaders he 
was the first, perhaps, to hear 
an awakened murmuring of the 
shudra civilization (of the work- 
ing class). 
prepare Indian minds towards 
this awakening in an unique 
manner. For this, he declared: 
"The first and foremost task in 
India is the propagation of edu- 
cation and spirituality among 
the masses.” At the same time, 
he warned that it was impossi- 
ble for hungry men to become 
Spiritual unless sufficient food 
was provided for them. Hence 
our paramount duty was to 
show our people new ways of 
growing food more efficiently so 
that supply of food became pos- 
sible and easy even for the 
poorest man in the country. 
Surely, Vivekananda accepted 
this view of socialism and this 
economic basis of the dire 
needs of the society. He men- 
tioned specially that “... the 
Math will not pay much atten- 
tion to social reform". He knew 
that social evils were a sort of 
disease on the social body and 
if that body be nourished by 


education and food, these evils 


would die. Hence, instead of 
wasting energy in the trumpet- 
ing of social evlis, it should be 


the aim of the Math to nourish ` 
‘the social Боду.

Science 
today is not afraid of addressing 
itself to this question of "Ori- 
gins” Indeed, the inquiry has 
led to a better understanding of 
Ше universe. The work of Еш- 
stein, Planck, Bohr, Schrodinger 
and Dirac has led to a clearer 
comprehension of the probable 
events at the time of the 

explosion which has come to be 
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known as “The Big. Bang’. 

The circumstances of the 
Creation" of the Universe, the 
Interaction between the physical 
factors that obtained а. the 
time, the balance, the order, the 
symmetry and, more than ай, 
the precision of these events 
have gradually led most scien- 
tists to acknowledge that the 
universe is not the result of c 
псе or chance but a well orche- 
strated event. 

Scientists do not, by and 
large, accept-a God as creator, 
bui many admit to a kind of 
creation involving a "Super- 
force", "Cosmic or Universal 
Mind" and so on. Newton was 
struck by ihe beauty and order 
in the universe. Einstein ele- 
vated these to the status. of a 

x God. 
; On quite the contrary, reli- 
gion and theology were not 
afraid of "Origins". To be sure, 
their statements were articles of 
j faith and were addressed to the 
believers. The Judeo-Christian 
declaration, "God made Heaven 
and Earth” was not a scienti- 
fically testable statement; never- 
theless it was an eminently 
satisfying one. It assigned to 
шап his place in the universe 
dnd his role in nature. 

But it is the Rig Veda of the 
Hindus that raised creation and 
origins to ап unprecedentedly 
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high level of inquiry. The crea- 
tion hymn (Nasadiya Suktam: 
Rig Veda, X, 129) marks, to my 
mind, the first ever intellectual 
inquiry into the origin of the 
universe. Set down nearly 4000 
years ago, it records the most 
penetrating exploration of ori- 
gins. And while it makes some 
assertions, it raises important 


questions of Design and the. 


Designer. 

While the singularities assò- 
ciated with the origin of the uni- 
verse, including our planet, are 
striking, the remarkable events 
that led to the origins of living 
matter, the beauty of its design 
and the harmony of its func- 
tioning, are truly astonishing. 
As in astronomy, so in biology, 
until the 19th century, the argu- 
ment for design was valid; 
until Charles Darwin came 
along to delude the world of his 
day with the simplistic law of 
Evolution by Natural selection. 
Twentieth century science has 
found Darwin's statement, "Uni 
verse of the living and non- 
living is devoid of design and 
purpose" unacceptable, irres 


ponsible and scientifically un ` 


provable. While Darwin's con 
cept of the living was con 
fused, faulty апа biased, 
Darwin had no competence 
to speak of the universe of the 
non-living: he knew nothing 
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THE IDEAL 


Man should not drift aimlessly. Не ought to 


have a definite ideal in life. After fixing it his sole 


duty is to apply himself to it. 

A man with an ideal in life has less chance of 
faltering than a man with no ideal. An aimless man 
is tossed about by circumstances just as a fallen dry 
leaf is blown about by the wind. An aimless man 
vegetates. A man with a set purpose in life is deli- 
berate in his action.

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about it. Much of the 19th cen- 
tury concept of nature, its origin, 
structure and function is now 
regarded as naive and inge- 
nuous and other pathways of 
understanding living nature are 
being explored. 

But it is with man, his origins, 
his structure and his role that 
the 19th century biologist went 
completely berserk. Darwin pro- 
claimed that man was a chance- 


product of a purposeless evolu- 


tion. Darwin saw no design, по 
purpose, in the making of man. 
To him, man was but an ani- 
fal, an evolved animal per- 
haps, but nevertheless an ani- 


‘mal, with no more responsibili- 


ties, commissions and account- 
abilities than those of an ani- 
mal. Indeed, Darwin would 
assign to man no commitments 
other than to a higher mammal.

Happily, in the past decade 
or so, а true measure of Dar- 
win's views, not only оп the ori- 
gin of plant and animal species, 
but also on man, has received 
attention а! the hands of the 


кр 


i 


‚ Scientist as well as the lay scho- 


lar. A look at man as an animal 
is no more than a partial look. 
Man, even biologically, is much 
more than an animal. Far from 
being a chance product of a 
purposeless évolution, man is a 
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finely honed, beautifully design- 
ed being. It is often disregard- 
ed, even by biologists, that the 
deficiencies, limitations апа 
vulnerabilities of man as com- 
pared with many lower animals 
cannot be explained as fortui- 
tous encounters, occasioned by 
chance. Indeed, the origins of 
the unique brain of man, its his- 
tory, its deveolpment and its 
functioning, as mere expressions 
of purposeless biological events 
would denigrate man and dis- 
possess him of his singular 
attributes of intellect, rationali 
creativity. Those who look for 
his past in a few teeth and limb 
bones are gazing at the trees, 
missing the wood. 

Does man have а purpose? 
Does his design call for attribu- 
tion of a purpose; a goal, an ob- 
jective? At the highest level, 
this question is beyond the 
reach of science. “Search for a 
deeper meaning of life" seems 
scientifically nonsense, but emi- 
nently acceptable to all but the 
fiercely materialistic. Indeed, a 
purpose beyond the merely: 
hedonistic is coming to find ac- 
ceptance even by scientists. 


That a realization of the 
"Identity of Man" is the great 
quest of mankind is acknow- 
ledged by many religious and 
philosophies. This objective 
leaves behind "greater scientific 
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and technological achievement" 
as man's goal in life, elemen- 
tary, artless and inconsequen- 
tial. That all men are brothers 
is not the message of science; it 
is essentially the message of re- 
ligion, — not perhaps the funda- 
mentalism that appears to gov- 
ern several religions at the 
moment, but the ге Нео, in the 
truest sense, rebinding of man 
not only with man but ultimate- 
ly with God. This, according to 
me, is the essential meaning 
and purpose of Mam.

This law must be emphasised 
if the disease is to be cured 
through the laws of health in- 
herent in every cell and no 
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medicines or only physiological 
medicines are used. 
Physiological medicines аге 
those which become part of the 
body like vitamins, enzymes and 
hormones. 


The case .is somewhat dif- 
ferent if the measures adopted 
for cure are through systems 
that utilise those medicines 
which are different from the 
physiological medicines. If the 
medicines that are used for 
cure, however scientific they may 
be, cannot become part of the 
body, then the intake of nutri- 
tion has to be in keeping with 
the medicines administered. In 
that case, one should not make 
the patient withhold nutrition 
from outside sources. 


Still, that nutrition need not 
necessarily be in the form of solid 
food. Through various types of 
liquids, nutrition — even com- 
plete nutrition — can be given, 
and that is easier for a patient's 
system to absorb. If any solids 
are also given, they can be con- 
fined preferably to those foods 
which are netural ising or purify- 
ing, rather than building or рго-. 
ducing fats. For instance, 
vitamins and salts can be pro- 
vided mainly through fruits, 
vegetables and, to some extent, 
proteins and assimilable car- 
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‘bohydrates like honey and 


glucose. It is best to avoid star- 
ches and fats in acute and sub- 
acute conditions. 


The second law of health is 
called the law of nutrition. 
Nutrition should be in keeping 
with the body's reaction to ab- 
sorb it. Otherwise, it can do 
harm. If a patient suffering from 
an acute disease, particularly 
one which is tending towards 
death, is given the usual feeding 
that is given to a person in nor- 
mal or average health, it will ‘br- 
ing about his death quicker. 


In case of a patient suffering 
from acute disease, nutrition 
must also be in keeping with the 
reactions of the body to the 
diseased condition. Nutrition 
must be balanced. It can vary 
from plain water to some 
assimilable foods like vitamins 
and minerals with other add- 
tions, as necessary, in the form 
of glucose and proteins. When 
the health improves, there can 
be further additions like fats, 
etc. It needs skill to decide what 
to give under different condi- 
tions, particularly when no 
medicine is used and reliance is 


only upon the natural reactions. 


It is a very delicate skill. 


Many who claim to be 
naturopaths but do not know 
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what to feed under different 
conditions, often make the .pa- 
tient go on a fast on water with 
some small addition like salt, 
lemon, and so on. Such fasting 
has value under many condi- 
tions, but in certain diseased 
conditions, particularly those 
known as wasting diseases like 
acute aspect of tuberculosis, it 
can lead even to death. Curative 
dietetics is a therapy by itself. 
When drugs of one nature or 
another or medicines other than 
drugs are used, some amount of 
liberalisation of the diet is possi- 
ble. Even then, it has to be in 
keeping with the dietetic prin- 
ciples. Through experience 
under controlled observations, 
one has to decide what should 
be given and what should not be 
given. 


Nutrition in diseased condi- 
tions has to be linked with the 
law of elimination as well as 
with the other laws of health. 
When the laws of elimination or 
nutrition or other laws of health 
are used to encourage the 
natural curative principle in- 
herent in very cell, the method 
of administration is different 
from the methods needed when 
medicinal measures are used. 
The difference, however, is in 
degree rather than in kind. 
Medicinal measures combined 
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'with the laws of health inherent 

in every cell, lead to quicker 
curative reactions in case of 
acute and sub-acute diseases. 
But, their after-effects must be 
managed properly. Otherwise, it 
can lead to some chronic com- 
plaint.

solids, liquids and gases, there 
are other types of circulation 
also, including circulation of the 
‘Life Principle and circulation of 
the thoughts of the human mind 
at different levels of con- 
sciousness. They are important 
for those who are aiming at 
achieving the higher states of 
health based on spiritual values. 


The fouth law of health in- 
herent in every cell is the law of 
relaxation, physical and mental. 
This law is most important in 
acute and sub-acute conditions. 

. It is only when one relaxes, not 
merely by lying in bed but also 
by actually relaxing every part, 
physically and mentally, that 
the energy of the cells of the dif- 
ferent parts of the body is con- 
served and works within the 
body towards the cure, within 
every cell ап d between different 
cells. 

The treatments for improving 
circulation are important for 
relaxation also. They can be the 
treatments of hydrotherapy or 
calisthenics or different types of 
exercises, from breathing to 


various movements with or . 


without apparatus. In this 
respect, yogasanas and 
pranayama also have their 
value. They are all meant for im- 
proving the circulation of 


various chemicals in the body 


through the circulation of the 
blood. Then, there is reaction to 
the circulation in the form of 
relaxation. That relaxation is 
utilised by the cells of the body 
for healing and/or vitalisation. 


The fifth law of health is that 
which deals with the finest of 
the fine matter in human beings 
called the human mind, or 
human psychology, through 
human emotions. Psychology is 
a vast subject with applications 
to healthy sub-normal and аБпог- 
mal people, including those who 
are suffering from chronic and 
acute physical ailments. 


The psychological aspect is 
connected with the body 
through the human emotions. 
Through emotions, reactions 
take place in the body which 
can be health-producing or 
disease-producing. They are 
reactions to the sense- 
perception or to attachments to 
thoughts, things and persons. 
Whatever be the state of health 
— average or chronic, acute or 
sub-acute — the aim should be 
to keep the mind at peace. 


The five laws of health outlin- 
ed here can be, and indeed are, 
automatically applied by nature 
to those who are in average 
health as well as to those who, 
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from average health, try to grow 
unto normal health as intended 
by nature. These are the five 
laws which are fundamental for 
health, including the cure ef ill- 
health, be it through one system 
of medicine or another. The 
same five laws, with right mind- 
fulness, and with the addition of 
the higher laws governing the 
soul, can be applied to grow un- 
to supra-normal health, leading 
ultimately unto the spiritualisa- 
tion of the body. Then, they get 
linked with the laws for the 
spiritualisation of the body. 


. 
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For making the body spiritual, 
to the extent it is capable of, 
each one has to practise the 
right laws. Though very hard, 
their right implementation helps 
an aspirant to become an instru- 
ment of the divine con- 
sciousness within him to ascend 
unto the higher descending con- 
sciousness.
